With @ little sfdy, any parent 
‘an acqtttve the art of story- 
elling Toward this end she 
must understand the needs of 
her child; and as a second re- 
quirement e - should. under- 
stand th@* baste principles ot 
short story: writing for children. 
Just any story won’t get a child’s 
attention and hold his interest 
throughout, and finally when the 
telling is over leave him satis- 
fied. Some stories do not suc- 
ceed in doing all three. Either 
they attract the child’s interest 
at the start but fail to hold it; 
or they may attract and keep it, 
but leave him up in the air at 
the end, troubled and full of 
questions, 

A parent has to lecrn the art 
of selection before she can at- 
“ain the art of story-telling. 
She should read the children’s 
stories over to herself before she 
reads them aloud. She should 
exercise the privilege of revising 
‘« passage here and there in the 
telling, if she thinks it adds to 
the suspense of the story; or she 
should take it upon herself to 
change the ending, giving it an 
unexpected twist, a surprise end- 
ing which she knows will delight 
the child. 

Good Story Elements 

For young children, a story 
must concern § situations and 
creatures whom he understands, 
children or animals preferably 
in a romantic setting. The story 
should begin with the first sen- 
tence. This is where the story- 
teller can take it upon herself to 
celete descriptive matter in the 
introduction or explanations of 
what the story is about. 

To evoke images in his mind 
which he can understand it must 
have sense appeal. Stories about 
food have a wide appeal for this 
reason. He responds with un- 
Gerstanding to suggestions of 
sounds and smells.

Company officials were sup- 
porting Herbert Hoover for re- 
election, there was one oi] man 
who stacked his cards with 
Pranklin D. Roosevelt and con- 
tributed some thousands of dol- 
lars to the Democratic campaign 
chest. 

An old adage says that “to the 
winner belongs the spoils.” 
Tnerefore, it is with no surprise 
that we learn James A. Moffett, 
vice-president of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, re- 
signed his position fo accept 
President Roosevelt’s appoint- 
ment as oil administrator. Up 
to this point the old adage holds 
geod. President Roosevelt de- 
feated Herbert Hoover and 
therefore the spoils were his. But 
Mr. Moffett, should he become 
oil administrator, will net ex- 
actly be the recipient of spoils. 
for in taking. the Government 
position, which pays about $10.- 
000 yearly, he will be giving up 
an. ineome of $100,000 per an- 
num. 

Mr. Moffett has been engaged 
in the oil industry for twenty- 
feur years, achieving wealth and 
éminence. He has heen a strong 
advcecate of.conservation in the 
ec. industry and has often said 
that he looked for Government 
Stabilization of oil. To prove his 
liberal viewpoint he .has_ con- 
ferred with representatives of 
the Soviet and other powers in 
search of a means of world oil 
control. His appointment as oil 
administrator would mean that 
the industry would have at its 
head a man who has had the 
courage to challenge much of its 
traditional conduct and leader- 
ship. 

If Mr. Moffett accepts Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s appointment he 
will become a member of Gen- 
eral Hugh Johnson’s committee 
cf nine which is attempting to 
supervise industrial recovery in 
America.

1 THE year 1615 a statue of 

the murdered King Henry IV 
and a fiery steed were cast. Re- 
cently in Paris the 320th anni- 
versary of the statue was cele- 
brated. King WHenry’s horse is 
the most traveled monument in 
France. 

Few people--know that this 
statue was the gift of Italy. The 
horse upcn which King clenry 
sits so majestically.in the center 
of the Pont-Neuf lcoking to- 
wards the famous cathedral of 
Notre Dame, was ordered frem a 
pupil of Michael Angelo, by Fer- 
dinand I, Duke of Tuscany. He 
had intended to erect a modern 
figure himself upon the horse, 
-bus.he died before his pians were 
carted out. 

¥rhen Henry IV was assassin- 
ated by the fanetic, Ravaillac, 
the event causec a_ sensation 
throughout Europe. Henry, up 
to that moment, seemed to have 
possessed a charmed life, for 
nineteen times before attempts 
had been made to exterminate 
him, none of which met with the 
slightest success. The twentieth 
and successful attack, occurred 
on May 14, 1610, the day follow- 
ing the coronation of his second 
wife, Mary de Medici, and just 
when he was about to set out for 
a@ war with Germany. France 
was nearly deliri with grief, 
for Henry IV was surnamed ‘‘the 
Great” and “the Good” and “the 
most essentially Frerick. of all 
the Kings of France.” - 

Cosmo II, Ferdinand’s succes- 
sor, offered the great bronze 


horse and a statue of Henry IV 


to Louis XIII, Henry’s successor. 
The figure of the murdered king 
was cast in Paris while the horse 
set sail from Italy, bound for 
France, on April 13, 1613. The 
ship was wrecked off the coast 
of Sardinia and the horse sank 
so deeply into the sea that it 
took a whole year to raise it 
from its watery grave. 

Placed on another ship, the 
horse finally arrived in Havre in 
a safe condition, not, however, 
until after a narrow escape from 
pirate raiders en route. Upon 
its arrival in Paris, after a so- 
journ of fifteen months in Havre, 
the “gift horse’ was finally 
erected on the spot where vis- 
itors may now view it. 

Today, both Henry and his 
horse are shadowed by the 
branches of the historic de Mo- 
lay tree, beneath which the last 
of the Templars, Jacques de Mo- 
lay, was burned alive in 1314. 
The horse and rider face the 
Place Dauphine, which was 
named for, the son of Henry IV.
